THE HOUSING MEETING. 
There was deal of talk and 
quite a little confused thinking 
at last night’s public meeting on 
the housing question. The series 
of resolutions submitted met with 
almost unanimous approbation, 
which was not surprising seeing | 
that there was nothing really 
new in the suggestions which 
they embodied. Most, if not all, 
of the" remedies advocated for 


4| dealing’ with the problem have 


ben urged time and again in the 
Press of the Colony. Tho meet- 
ing was thus little other than 
a reaffirmation of praviously- 
expressed demands. All tbe 
same, it was a distinct public 


endorsement of the necessity for 
steps being taken to bring much- 
needed relief to the community 
by the encouragement and crea- 
tion of conditions likely to 
provide more and cheaper houses. 
It there was any criticism voiced, 
it was in favour of extending 
the scope of. the resolutions 
rather than otherwise. Mr. Mc. 
Guigan, in particular, was keen 
on the incorporation in one or, 
other’ of the resolutions of a 
proposal for the abolition of taxes 
on heuses. This led toa deal of 
argument touching quite elemen- 
tary points of potitical aconomy- 
But we fear that the clampion 
of this suggestion failed -to’ take 
account of the peculiar conditions 
existing locally. Houses are not 
taxed just because they are houses, 
but because such a tax provides 
a convenient method of distribut- 
ing taxation on all sections of the 
community, just as tea and sugar 
at Home are subject to imposts 
or a like reason. Here in Hong- 
kong the Government does not 


=| levy specific education, water or 


poor rates; it,proceeds by the 
moze convenient way of imposing 
ja single tax to cover all ‘pur 
obligations. According to. Mr. 
McGuigan’s scheme, wa should 
all live tax-free with the excep- 
tion of those who own land.
